12 change in meaning is intended.

15 "to." No change in meaning is intended. 
16 

17 Specification Amendment 4 adds explicit reference to airway 

18 portion 4 in the description of drawing Figure 2. No change in

22 body part labeled 44 in the Figures, consistently with
